press rates add to prices and lessen 
profits. 
Unsatisfactory 
results 
from consignments are largely dup 
to mistakes of the shipper. 
Over­ 
come this by 
packing properly, 
knowing the markets and knowing 
the firms you ship to.” 
Each grower should be known 
by his num ber or have his name 
stamp and put it on each package 
he fills. 
Ile emphasized very strongly the 
need of a canning factory to work 
up the surplus, regulate the m ar­ 
ket, lengthen the season of profits 
and uphold the standard of prices. 
TOMATO CULTURE. 
On opening the subject of “To­ 
mato Culture,” the corresponds 
secretary, Mr. McHenry, remarked 
that he and the committee on pro­ 
gramme had hoped to make thi- 
largely a tomato meeting, but re­ 
gretted to say that the leaders on 
Hie fubject were unable to attend 
on account of sickness.

consigning in the markets. 
Tilers 
are some difficulties and disadvan­ 
tages to be met with in both when 
not properly looked after. 
It is 
hard for the truckers to be suc­ 
cessful growers and market men 
at the same time.” 
He strongly advocated the plan 
of growers having one man to 
I make it a business to look after the 
j markets, etc., for them. 
He em­ 
phasized the importance of pack 
mg. 
“ In selling to men 
oil. the 
ground, you do not always get the 
market value. 
In consigning, see 
that your truck goes direct to the 
m arket using it, so as to pay the 
minimum transportation charges. 
We should grow in quantities to 
ship in car lots, so as to reduce the 
cost of transportation. 
High ex­ 
press rates add to prices and lessen 
profits. 
Unsatisfactory 
results 
from consignments are largely dup 
to mistakes of the shipper. 
Over­ 
come this by packing properly, 
knowing the markets and knowing 
the firms you ship to.” 
Each grower should be known 
by his num ber or have his name 
stamp and put it on each package 
he fills. 
Ile emphasized very strongly the 
need of a canning factory tu work 
up the surplus, regulate the m ar­ 
ket, lengthen the season of profits 
and uphold the standard of prices. 
TOMATO CULTURE. 
On qpening the subject of “ To­ 
mato Culture,” the correspond^ 
secretary, Mr. McHenry, remarked 
that he and the committee on pro­ 
gramme had hoped to make this 
largely a tomato meeting, but re­ 
gretted to say that the leaders on 
the subject were unable to attend 
on account of sickness.

AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


The Preservation of China and Corea 


Is to Be 
Maintained and 
Bach 


Country Pledges Itself to 


by the Other There. 


London, Feb. 11.—An im portant p a r­ 
liam entary 
paper 
has been issued, 
giving the term s of a practical alliance 
between G reat Britain arid Jap an for 
the preservation of China and Corea. 
The paper covers a dispatch sent by 
Lord Lansdowne, the secretary of state 
fen foreign affairs, Jan. 30, to the B rit­ 
ish m inister at Toklo, and comprises a 
signed copy of the agreement. 
We each desire, says 
Lord 
L an s­ 
downe, th a t the integrity and 
inde­ 
pendence of the Chinese empire should 
he preserved and th at there should be 
no disturbance of the territorial statu s 
quo, either in China or the adjoining 
regions. 
The agreem ent declares that if either 
Great Britain or Japan, in defense of 
their respective interests in China and 
Coroa, should become involved in a war 
with a n o th er power, the other con­ 
tracting party will m aintain strict neu­

total length of about 150 miles. 
The 
P an h an d le and Gulf, the Texas cor­ 
poration of the Orient railway, is char 
tered to build not only the line of the 
O rient from the Red River to the Rio 
Grande, but also a branch line from 
a point north of San Angelo, Tex., 
to a point near Brownsville, Tex.
